The government has really 
made a mess of the farm programs 
and it is apparently the only one 
that can help straighten it out. 
At this stage of the game, no one 
knows how successful the farm 
strike is going to be. Up to this point 
the strike has been successful in 
that it has brought attention to the 
farmer’s plight with only a few 
minor incidents where it has gotten 
out pf hand. 
And this is where the farmers 
must walk a tight rope. They need 
the demonstrations to get their 
message across but it is hard to get 
enough people fired up to the point 
that they will do anything and still 
keep enough lid on to avoid 
violence. 
Personally, we feel that the 
farmers on the plains are making a 
mistake in closing down other 
people’s businesses, especially by 
threats of boycotts and force. The 
farmer needs support for his cause

AUSTIN—License plate 
renewal notices for almost ll 
million motor vehicles were 
in 
U.S. 
post 
offices 
throughout 
Texas 
for 
delivery to owners beginning 
the day after Christmas. 


R. W. Townsley, director of 
the Motor Vehicle Division, 
State Department of High­ 
ways and Public Trans­ 
portation, said the renewal 
notices were stuffed into 
envelopes, pre-sorted by zip 
code, boxed and delivered to 
post offices to expedite 
delivery. Work to get the 
renewal notices ready for 
delivery started in early 
October. 
“The plate renewals for 
passenger can and light 
trucks (such as pickups) will 
be different from last year. A 
new 
law 
requires 
that 
renewal dates be spread as 
equally as possible over 12 
months, rather than have all 
expire at one time (April I) 
each year,” Townsley said. 
Since the Motor Vehicle 
Division does not maintain 
records by owner’s name or 
birth date, 
the 
license 
number of the vehicle has 
been used to determine the 
month 
of 
registration 
renewal In tho future. 


Renewal notices have be rn 
issued to reflect the number 
of months and the prorated 
fee to be paid to register each 
vehicle 
under 
the 
new 
system. 
A complete explanation of 
the new system is enclosed 
with each renewal notice for 
passenger cars and light 
trucks (one ton or less). It is 
imperative 
that 
vehicle 
owners 
not 
lose 
the 
registration notice as it must 
be presented at the county 
tax collection office to obtain 
new license plates. 
Became of the new system, 
registration may take longer 
this first year than ever 
before. 
The 
new 
law 
authorizes 
county 
tax 
assessor-collectors to start 
processing the renewals a 
month early. 
Your county tax assessor- 
collector is reedy when you 
are — any time starting with 
the county’s first work day in 
1978. 
“Look for your friendly 
postman to bring your license 
plate renewal notice shortly 
after Christmas,” Townsley 
said. “Do yourself a favor — 
take your renewal notice to 
your county tax office and 
register early. You’H ba sorry 
if you don't.'

and depriving someone else of their 
job or livelihood will not get them 
that needed support. 
Those people did not get the 
farmer in the position he is in and 
they should not be made to suffer 
for it. For the most part, we feel 
that the farmer has gotten himself 
in this position and will have to get 
himself out. 
For too many years, most farm­ 
ers were either too busy to Uke 
an active part in some kind of farm 
organization that would help him or 
else just did not think it was im­ 
portant. While a great many farm­ 
ers are probably members of one 
farm organization or another, very 
few ever took an active part. Not 
very many ever took the time to 
attend meetings, elect officers or 
set policy. Therefore the farmer 
has never had a strong voice at the 
state or national level. 
Not being a farmer, we can not 
judge the merits of the different 
farm organizations but doubt that 
any of them really represent the 
vast majority of the American 
farmer because he simply has not 
been concerned. 
The current strike efforts are not 
an outgrowth of one of the existing 
farm organizations but something 
new called the American Agri­ 
culture movement. And this move­ 
ment claims to not be another farm 
organization and has no mem­ 
berships, dues or officers. 
And while this has a nice ring to 
it, the fact that it is an unorganized 
organization may in the end be its 
biggest 
weakness. 
What the 
American farmer needs most is a 
strong sUte and national voice and 
this Ukes organization. 
The farmer needs someone who 
can go to Washington and say that 
he represents X number of 
American farmers and this is what 


they want and need. Right now the 
movement seems to be depending 
upon petitions and telegrams which 
have impact but are too slow when 
you start dealing with legislative 
matters in Congress. 


If the farmer is to be truly suc­ 
cessful in his current efforts to 
receive IOO percent parity for his 
products, he must get organized at 
the national level and sUy active 
over the years to come. 


It is just too easy to get so busy 
with our day to day chores that we 
fail to Uke the time to get involved 
in the things that should be most 
imporUnt to us. Maybe now that 
the farmer has his back to the wall 
he will wake up to the fact that it 
takes more than an efficient farm­ 
ing operation to make a living. 
Somebody has to take an active 
role in developing farm policy and 
in 
fighting 
government 
bu­ 
reaucracy. 
The farmer needs the support of 
his friends and neighbors, but first 
he must show the way. It is hard to 
support a 
mass that has no 
direction. It is easy to say that you 
want more for your product but it 
is harder to come up with the an­ 
swer as to how to achieve this goal. 
More than anything else, the 
American farmer needs leader­ 
ship. And this has to sUrt at the 
grassroots level and this means 
right here in the Hamlin area. The 
farmers in this area cannot depend 
on the farmers on the high plains to 
do their thinking for them. 
When it is too dry to plow anyone 
can get on a tractor and drive it to 
Abilene for the day. But when and 
if it rains and the work begins to 
stock up, how many will then be 
willing to devote a few hours a 
week to the cause? How many will 
be willing to attend a meeting in 
Hamlin, Anson, Abilene, Dallas, 
Austin or Washington? 
In spite of all its faults, this is still 
a government of the people and can 
only function at its best when the 
people become involved.

In con­ 
demning that action, Green 
emphasized the right of every 
consumer to reject all or part 
of the coverage and warned 
consumers againist auto­ 
matically adding the full un- 
insured-underinsured motor­ 
ist coverage, which could 
result in duplicate coverage 
for many consumers, and 
therefore extra premiums, 
premiums. 
The rejection form, which 
had been a required en­ 
dorsement on all family 
automobile policies since the 
new un insured-under insured 
motorist law went into effect 
his fall, provided for rejection 
of all uninsured-underinsured 
coverage, rejection of the 
property damage coverage, 
or 
acceptance 
of 
all 
coverage. The form’s wor­ 
ding, 
which 
required 
checking 
sta te m e n ts 
beginning “I hereby reject” 
even where coverage was 
being accepted, had been 
criticized by consumers and 
the insurance industry as too 
confusing. 
Recently the 
House Automobile Insurance

Green’s warning to con­ 
sumers about the dangers of 
duplicate coverage applies 
specifically to the property 
damage 
coverage made 
available under the new law 
That coverage was designed 
for the driver who does not 
carry collision coverage, bid 
wants to be protected against 
damage to his car caused by 
an uninsured motorist. 
Where the insured has 
collision coverage, he does 
not need the uninsured- 
underinsured 
property 
damage coverage and, in 
some circumstances, would 
be harmed by having the 
extra coverage. That is the 
result of a provision in the 
law which states that where 
the insured carries both 
collision 
and 
uninsured 
motorist property damage 
coverage, the insured can 
only recover under the 
coverage with the lower 
deductible. 
Since the property damage 
coverage is required to be 
$250 deductible, this may be 
lower than the deductible on 
collision coverage. In that 
case, the insured must 
recover under the uninsured 
motorist coverage, even 
though his limits on that

collision coverage, and might 
not cover all the damage to 
his car.

“In passing this law, I fully 
intended that the opportunity 
to reject this coverage be 
part of every p ;licy,” Green 
said. “The Boil d could have 
revised the endorsement to 
make it easily understood by 
the average person. By 
eliminating the endorsement, 
the burden is placed on the 
consumer to know he has the 
right to reject the coverage 
where it is not to his ad­ 
vantage to carry it. The 
Board's action was not in the 
best interest of the con­ 
sumer.”
